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Court to increase 
ambulance subsidy 


BENTON — The Scott County Court 
Monday agreed to subsidize the North Scott 
County Ambulance Service with $17,000 for 
a 12-month trial period. 
This will provide for three ambulance 
attendants and allow compensation for 
secretarial services. 
Jim A. Chronister of Chaffee, director of 
the ambulance service, and Rev. Claude 
Stone Jr of Chaffee. Dr. B. F. Holly and 
Walton Roth of Illmo, apperaed before 
County Court to discuss the future of the 
ambulance service in the northern part of 
the county. A proposal to establish a 
countwide ambulance district failed to 
receive voter approval in the April 5 elec­ 
tion. 
Chronister said 
since the operation 
started Jan. 2, 1975 a total of 478 trips have 
been made, with collections for the trips 
from patients averaging between 83 and 85 
per cent. 
He said during the period of January 
through December 1975 a total of $7,050.25 
was collected and during the sam e period in 
1976 the amount collected was $9,761.75. 
From January through March of this year 
$1.912.75 has been collected and collections 


for the present year are expected to be 
between $8,000 and $10,000. 
Chronister said running expenses for the 
operation of the two ambulances have been 
about $5,600 a year and are expected to be 
between $6,000 and $8,000 this year. 
This expense does not include the cost of 
paper work or salaries for the two at­ 
tendants, he said. 
He said salaries for the two attendants 
which are $7,560 and $7,200 a year, have 
been borne by the County Court with a 
contribution of $650 per month The balance 
of the salaries is supplied through efforts of 
the Chaffee Housing Authority and Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program , because these 
attendants, when not on an ambulance run, 
work for these two programs. 
Chronister said the two attendants are on 
call 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
occasionally getting some days off by being 
replaced 
by 
qualified 
volunteers 
who 
receive $5 for each local call they respond 
to. 
After talking with the two attendants, 
Chronister said they agreed to continue at 
the present salary if they each could have 
two days per week off. This would require 


the 
hiring 
of one additional attendant, 
Chronister said. 
In reviewing the running costs of the 
service during the period of its operation 
and the amount received in collections, 
Chronister said he believes the service can 
be maintained, except for the cost of the 
salaries for the three attendants and 
compensation 
for severtarial 
services, 
which would be $21,960 to$25,000 yearly. 
After

establishing just a North Scott County 
Ambulance District, this was considered 
unjust by the County Court since the 
Sikeston ambulance service is being sub­ 
sidized by the court. 
The county judges then agreed to sub­ 
sidize the North Scott County Ambulance 
Service with $17,000 for a 12-month trial 
period so as to provide the three-ambulance 
attendants and allow compensation for the 
secretarial services. 
In other business the court authorized Ben 
Evans Trucking Co. of Oran to go to 
Mechamcsburg, Pa. to pick up four trucks 
that the court received from the U.S. 
Governmental Surplus Property office.

Kissinger Secretly Promised 
Fighter Planes to Pakistan

WASHINGTON - Form er 
S ecretary of S tate Henry 
Kissinger secretly promised 
Pakistan $1 billion worth of 
fighter planes last year as an 
inducement to keep Paki<dan 
fro m d ev elo p in g n u c le a r 
weapons 
Without formally 
notifying Congress, Ki*>inger 
privately offered 110 sophisti­ 
cated A-7 fighter-bombers to 
Pakistani lYesident All Bhutto 
B hutto h as d e s p e ra te ly 
wanted a nuclear arsenal since 
his arch-enemy, India, ex­ 
ploded her first atomic bomb 
in May, 1974 The Pakistanis 
have tried to persuade the 
United States, Canada, and 
most recently, France, to help 
advance their nuclear tech­ 
nology 
But the United States has 
heen fervently trying to halt 
the spread of nuclear weapons 
to other nations Last August, 
in order to keep Pakistan from 
joining the select nuclear arms 
club. K issinger personally 
struck a deal in Karachi with 
Alt B hutto, an old ally . 
Kissinger lias been grateful to 
Bhutto for serving as go-be 
tween in reopening the door to 
China in 1972 
The A-7 fighter planes pro­ 
mised by Kissinger are ♦■quip 
ped with advanced missiles, 
homhs. rockets and cannons, 
ami are one of the most ver­ 
satile weapons in the Amen 
can arsenal 
Kissinger ap­ 


parently hoped these planes 
would make the Pakistanis feel 
more secure against India, 
which is militarily stronger 
Pakistan agreed to pay cash 
for the planes High-level offi­ 
cials believed, however, that 
the financially distressed na­ 
tio n w o u ld fin a n c e th e 
purchase with a $11 billion 
loan from oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia 
Recently, however, Pakistan 
has begun to fear that the 
United States may renege on 
the deal In January. Pakistan 
announced th at it would 
purchase a nuclear reprocess­ 
ing plant from France The 
$15b-milhon plant would pro­ 
duce plutonium, which could 
be used to make nuclear weap­ 
ons. 
Ironically, U.S. relations with 
India reached their nadir 
because of another secret a r­ 
rangement with Pakistan Dur­ 
ing the 1971 war between India 
and Pakistan over Bangladesh, 
Kissinger and President Nixon 
were secretly trying to aid 
Pakistan 
At a confidential W hite 
House meeting, we reported at 
the time. Kissinger declared 
“I’m getting hell every half- 
hour from the president ... He 
w ants to tilt in favor of 
Pakistan" 
The revelation of Kissinger's 
lastest secret prom ise to 
Pakistan could not have come 


at a worse moment for Ameri­ 
can diplomats Since Indian 
Prune Minister Indira Gandhi 
was ousted in last month's elec­ 
tion, U.S. officials have been 
feverishly working to repair 
our traditionally shaky rela­ 
tions with India 
State Dept, officials now are 
quietly trying to convince the 
Pakistanis to accept a weapons 
package that would be less 
repugnant to India. 
Footnote: Kissinger vehe­ 
mently denied that he had 
“promised" the planes to Bhut 
to. He told us he only agreed 
that conventional arms re­ 
quests from Pakistan “would 
be viewed in a favorable light 
if they did not go through with 
the reprocessing plant" Since 
no formal accord was reached, 
he said, there was no need to 
inform Congress 
Truman Tap?:

State Senate ends recess 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The Missouri Senate resumes 
its deliberations here today after a 12-day Easter holiday break. 
Interest rates on small loans would be drastically Increased 
under provisions of a bill which occupies the top spot on the 
Senate’s agenda. 
The measure, sponsored by Benton Democrat John Dennis, 
would Increase rates to SO per cent for small loans up to 9500. 
Loans between 9500 and 91,000 would be financed at a maximum 
rate of 21 per cent and loans of between 91.000 and 95.-000 would 
carry an Interest rata limit of 15 per cent. 
Right now, loans up to 9500 are considered small loans, and the 
interest rate on them cannot exceed 26.16 per cent annually. All 
loans over 9500 fall under the state’s usury limit law of a maxium 
rate of 10 percent. 
A number of other financially-related measures occupy the top 
of the Senate s agenda, including a measure making several 
changes in laws relating to banks and trust companies, and a 
constitutional change allowing the state treasurer to invest in 
government bonds with a maturity’ period of two years from the 
date of purchase rather than the current one year. 
The Senate is scheduled to work through Thursday, while the 
House, which began its Easter vacation April 6, is not set to 
return to the Capitol until April 18.

They’ve backed into corners be­ 
fore, but Republicans seldom 
have found themselves in a box 
like the one they’re in over 
President Carter’s proposal to 
let people vote without register­ 
ing in advance. 
But then, as GOP chairman 
Bill Brock acknowledges, "We 
have a knack for taking on 
hard cases ” 
This one is really hard. 
If GOP leaders oppose the 
bill, they look like obstruct­ 
ionists, trying to block what 
Carter 
describes 
as 
com­ 
prehensive election reform. 
Accept 
it, 
and 
they 
risk 
trouble in future elections and 
in the ranks of their own Re­ 
publican minority, for that dra­ 
matically broadened voter reg­ 
istration would almost surely 
work to the advantage of the 
Democrats. 
Arguing for the bill at a 
House hearing, Attorney Gener­ 
al Griffin Bell suggested that 
current voter registration laws 
discriminate against minority 
groups, the less educated and 
the poor by making it more dif­ 
ficult for them to cast ballots. 
Those prospective voters are 
more likely to side with Demo­ 
crats than with Republican can­ 
didates 


That’s an issue too delicate to 
debate, since no politician can 
afford to confess that he wants 
anything but the broadest pos­ 
sible turnout of voters. 
Sen. Charles Mathias, a liber­ 
al Republican from Maryland, 
is co-sponsoring the Carter bill, 
and he says it should pass even 
if it would work to Democratic 
advantage 


“If the registration of several 
million more Americans means 
trouble for the Republican par­ 
ty, the Republican party is go­ 
ing to have to do some renovat­ 
ing ... to embrace a wider 
spectrum of the American elec­ 
torate," he said. 


Brock and the party’s con­ 
gressional leaders spoke at the 
outset as though they were sup­ 
porting the bill Carter sent to 
Congress on March 22, but they 
have since pointed up their res­ 
ervations 


Brock said he was talking 
about the objective of broad­ 
ening voter participation, not 
about the bill Carter proposed. 
That distinction was lost on 
more than a few Republican 
leaders 
around 
the country, 
who wasted no time in protest­ 
ing to GOP headquarters. 
When the Carter bill was pro­ 
posed, Senate Republican Lead- 
Windfall reported 
for archaeologists 


er Howard Baker Jr. endorsed 
some sort of universal voter 
registration. House GOP Lead­ 
er John Rhodes of Arizona went 
further, and forecast approval 
of 
the 
measure 
with 
little 
change and with substantial 
Republican support. 
Baker has since expressed 
concern about potential abuses, 
and Rhodes has told colleagues 
there should be amendments to 
tighten it against fraud 
What Carter wants is a bill 
that would require the states to 
let people register at the polls 
on 
election 
day, 
identifying 
themselves with a driver’s li­ 
cense or a similar ID card, or 
by having a registered voter 
vouch for them. 
There would be stiff penal­ 
ties, fines and prison terms up 
to five years for fraudulent reg­ 
istration and voting 
But the administration says 
fraud has not been a serious 
problem in the five states that 
now permit voting without ad­ 
vance registration.

In an article that was to 
serve as an overview for a mul­ 
ti-part series, the Times quoted

Smithsonian

Washington as saying the new 
law increased the cost of an 
$80,000 search to $700,000 in less 
than a year. 
The Times quoted the curator 
emeritus, Dr. Waldo Wedle, as 
saying: “ I knew eventually this 
would come out. The money 
being spent. I don’t see how 
they can spend all this money 
But they seem to be doing it. 
“I call it a glut of riches. I ’m 
dismayed by what I see come 
across my desk. A project we 
had figured for $80,000 has sud­ 
denly ballooned to $700,000. And 
that’s not inflation. That's in a 
period of less than a year."

Libel ruling 


overturned 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The Missouri Supreme 
Court 
reversed a libel 
judgment against the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, which had in­ 
accurately 
attributed 
state­ 
ments to a city alderwoman. 
In a unanimous decision, the 
high court said that although 
the newspaper had caused "re­ 
grettable upset" to the alderwo­ 
man through a news story, she 
had failed to prove the story 
was printed with malice 
A St. Louis circuit court jury 
had awarded $4,000 actual and 
$3,000 punitive damages to De- 
lores Glover, the alderwoman 
The newspaper had reported 
that Mrs Glover said she had 
had two abortions, but later 
corrected herself to mean she 
had had two miscarriages The 
remarks should have been at­ 
tributed to another member of 
the Board of Aldermen, Lerel 
Stewart 
According to trial testimony, 
the Globe reporter correctly 
telephoned the story to a re­ 
write man, who misread his 
notes and mistakenly attributed 
the remark to Mrs. Glover 
“ Mrs Glover testified that as 
a further consequence of the 
Globe-Democrat story, she re­ 
ceived 
numerous 
anonymous 
obscene telephone calls for a 
period of two weeks following 
publication of the story and two 
letters detailing the horrors of 
abortion,” the court said. 
In an opinion written by Chief 
Justice Robert E. Seiler, the 
court said that “as a public of­ 
ficial, she (Mrs Glover) failed 
as a matter of law to demon­ 
strate that the Globe Democrat 
published its story with actual 
malice” as required in previous 
libel cases 
Seiler wrote that Mrs 
Glo­ 
ver’s case rested on the pre­ 
sumption that the Globe's re­ 
write man knew the story was 
false, but the chief justice said 
that was not proven 
“The moat that can be said is 
that he was negligent, regret­ 
tably, in preparing the story on 
the aldermanic debates,’’ Seiler 
wrote "There is no evidence of 
a high degree of awareness on 
his part of probable falsity in 
what he wrote "

said. 
"The 
reports— 
when they are written, and of­ 
ten they are not—for the most 
part are too esoteric or present­ 
ed in such an oblique way as to 
be unintelligible even to inter­ 
ested laymen ” 
There Is "a great need to up­ 
grade the quality annd motiva­ 
tion of field investigations to 
avoid 
the 
syndrome of 
ex­ 
cavating for its own sake," said 
Charles M. McKinney, a Na­ 
tional 
Park 
Service archae­ 
ologist. 
"Quite frankly the archae­ 
ologists are running wild with 
this thing," said Gerald Lan- 
man, acting director of environ­ 
mental service for the Soil Con­ 
servation Service in Washing­ 
ton "We are trying to live up 
to the concept of preservation 
as outlined by all the laws and 
regulations but we are having a 
terrible time 
The guidelines 
are so broad that just about 
anything can qualify as an ar­ 
chaeological site "

Many of those homes are open 
to the public, including the 
Bolduc. Amoureaux, Guibourd, 
and Shaw houses, dating from 
1770 to 1790. Later in the year the 
Green Tree Tavern will open to 
visitors, as well as the Bolduc- 
LeMeilleur and the Beauvais 
houses, the last dating to 1770. 
The Old Brick restaurant, built 
in 1790, is open daily. The Ste. 
Genevieve Museum houses 
many relics of the pioneer 
French 
period, 
including 
several birds shot and stuffed by 
John James Audubon while he 
was a Ste. Genevieve merchant. 
Most of the historic structures 
in the community are analyzed 
in depth in the appendix of 
Franzwa’s book.

Homeowners looking at in­ 
sulation materials in anticipa­ 
tion of President Carter’s ener­ 
gy proposal may be confused 
by the array of products and 
terminology. 
Whichever you choose, the in­ 
sulation should conduct heat 
slowly, be resistant to fire, ver­ 
min and insects and be unaf­ 
fected by moisture. 
The 
National 
Bureau 
of 
Standards of the Department of 
Commerce advises that “it is 
always best to select insulation 
on the basis of cost per resist­ 
ance unit — the so-called ‘R’ 
value — rather than on cost per 
inch.” 
The “R” value — printed on 
the wrapper of the insulation — 
tells you how good a job the 
material will do in preventing 
heat loss. It does not depend on 
thickness per se. 
Insulation commonly comes 
in loose fill and solid varieties 
such as batts or preformed 
sheets. The mineral fiber batts 
are available in R-ll (about 
four inches), R-19 (about six 
inches) and R-22 (about seven 
inches.) You simply add differ­ 
ent “R” values to achieve the 
desired insulation. Loose fill 
generally has a lower “R” val­ 
ue per inch of thickness; the 
manufacturer will specify how 
many bags of material you 
need to achieve a given “R" 
value over a particular area. 
Here is a look at some in­ 
sulation basics; 
ATTIC 
The first and easiest place to 
check insulation is in die ceil­ 
ing or attic. Most experts agree 
that you should have attic in­ 
sulation with a total “R” value 
of 19, although homeowners in 
cold climates or areas where 
fuel is particularly expensive 
might consider more. 


Batts are generally easier to 
install than fill if there is no 
flooring or other obstruction in 
the attic. 
Simply lay them 
down flat, as close together as 
possible to prevent air from 
circulating between them. If 
there is flooring, you may find 
it simpler to remove one or two 
of the boards, then use a ma­ 
chine to blow the loose fill into 
the empty space. The fill will 
settle after it has been in­ 
stalled, so take that into ac­ 
count when figuring out how 
much you need Try to cover 
the joists as well as the area 
in-between. 
Based 
on 
1975 
costs, the Bureau of Standards 
estimates that it should cost 
about 25 cents a square foot to 
insulate an attic to the R-19 


standard. 
The attic also should be well 
ventilated to prevent a build-up 
of moisture. Provide at least 
two vent openings, with one 
square foot of opening for ev­ 
ery 300 square feet of attic 
floor area. 
WALLS 
You should have insulation 
with an “R" value of at least 
11 in the air space in your ex­ 
terior walls. 
The best time to install in­ 
sulation, of course, is when the 
house is being built, simply fill­ 
ing in the space with mineral 
fiber batts. 
Once the wall is finished, 
loose fill insulation generally 
has to be blown or injected into 
the wall through small holes 


drilled between the wall studs. 
This can be done from the in­ 
side or the outside, but usually 
requires the services of a pro­ 
fessional insulation expert. 
In some older houses, there is 
access to the wall space from 
the attic. In this case, you can 
simply drop loose fill into the 
space from above. 
The installed cost of wall in­ 
sulation, according to the Bu­ 
reau of Standards, should aver­ 
age about 60 cents per square 
foot of area.

Ray, who pleaded guilty to 
King’s murder and is serving a 
99-year sentence, has contended 
that the operation directed by 
“Raoul” had nothing to do with 
King, so far as he knew.

He said a special prosecutor 
should be set up with an inde­ 
pendent staff to investigate the 
assassinations, 
without 
the 
pressure he said the House 
committee staff was under to 
produce something sensational. 
Sprague said he believes the 
committee was set up before 
the election to appeal to black 
voters unhappy with inadequate 
investigation of the King assas­ 
sination. He said the panel was 
established with the idea that it 
might be scrapped after the 
election. 
Sprague resigned as staff di­ 
rector and chief counsel of the 
committee two weeks ago when 
it appeared the House would 
kill the investigation if he re­ 
mained on the job. After his de­ 
parture, the House voted 230 to 
181 to continue the panel's 
probe. 
Sprague had become an issue 
because many congressmen re­ 
sented what they saw as his 
winning in a feud that forced 
former Chairman Henry B. 
Gonzalez, D-Tex., to resign. 
Sprague quoted Ray as say­ 
ing in the two interviews con­ 


ducted by committee investiga­ 
tors that people other than 
members 
of

helped him obtain a weapon to 
escape from a Missouri prison 
before the assassination. 


Ray says he contacted other 
people after the assassination, 
and that other people helped 
him 
to escape to Canada, 
where he traveled before he 
went to Great Britain, where he 
was arrested. 
Ray has not yet described the 
other people except to say they 
are not his brothers, Sprague 
said. The investigator said it

“Raoul” is made up. 


Sprague said that name was 
made up by someone else and 
Ray reluctantly used it. 
In the Kennedy assassination 
investigation, 
Sprague 
said, 
FBI investigators doubt that 
the voice the CIA recorded con­ 
tacting the Soviet and Cuban 
embassies in Mexico City be­ 
fore the assassination is that of 
Oswald. 
Sprague said he did not know 
what it would mean if, in fact, 
the voice the CIA said was that 
of Oswald was not Oswald. The 
Warren Commission concluded 
that Oswald assassinated Ken­ 
nedy acting alone. 
“There well could have been 
a conspiracy that arose after 
the assassination; that certain 
agencies felt it would be an em­ 
barrassment to disclose rela­

Oswald,” 
Sprague said. “1 don’t know.” 
He said that CIA tape-record- 
ings of the man who contacted 
the Soviet and Cuban em­ 
bassies were erased before the 
assassination to be used to 
record something else 
But he said people who heard 
them and knew Oswald’s voice 
say the man recorded was not 
Oswald. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White

Treasury Department sleuths 
have developed a new method 
to detect false bookkeeping. 
They can tell from the ink 
whether documents have been 
backdated. 
The program, called ink tag­ 
ging, was launched in 1973 and 
is about 70*per cent complete, 
according to spokesmen for the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF). 
The department has enlisted 
the aid of major ink manufac­ 
turers to change their chemical 
formulations each year. 
Each change, officials say, 
represents 
a date prior to 
which that particular ink did 
not exist. 
Six of 16 ink manufacturers 
are participating in the pro­ 
gram and five others are ex­ 
perimenting with it, according 
to ATF. 
The ink from suspect docu­ 
ments can be analyzed by ATF 
scientists and compared with 
standard ink samples kept in 
its library. 
“Often it is possible to prove 
a document was backdated if 
the questioned ink matches a li­ 
brary ink that did not exist 
when 
the 
document 
was 
dated,” a spokesman said. 
Perhaps the mo6t famous ink 
tagging case involved former 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
Investigators had a diary of 
someone who said he had paid 
kickbacks to Agnew. Scientists 
were able to verify that all the 
inks used were available at the 
time of the entries, and that the 
sequence showed a random pat­ 
tern consistent with day-to-day 
work in a diary. 
According to prosecutors in 


the case, this evidence was cru­ 
cial to eliciting Agnew s no con­ 
test plea in 1973 to income tax 
charges. 
In another case, former Cin­ 


cinnati Police Chief Carl Goo­ 
din was convicted of perjury 
after an ink expert proved that 
a list of informants was manu­ 
factured and backdated.

Home ownership 
gets more elusive 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - In an 
tra of steadily rising housing 
costs, the adage “A man’s 
home is his castle’’ may have 
to be updated to “A man's 
home is his hassle ” 
How about a change from 
“ Home is where the heart is” 
to “Home is where the money 
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That message can be drawn 
from a report released Sunday 
on a 1975 housing survey by the 
Census Bureau and the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment 
During the first half of the 
1970s, it said, family incomes of 
both homeowners and renters 
failed to keep pace with the spi- 
raltng costs of housing 
This has halted what had 
been a steady pre-1975 growth 
in the proportion of Americans 
who own their own homes. 
Leon Weiner, president of the 
National Housing Conference, 
said the report “raises a whole 
series of implications that are 
going to have to be looked at in 
some detail,” including the pos­ 
sibility of further federal sub­ 
sidies on interest rates for 
homebuyers 
The study showed that the 
percentage of American house­ 
holds owning their own homes 
in 1975 was 64 5 per cent, the 
same as the year before The 
percentage 
had been rising 
steadily since 62 9 per cent in 
1970 
The report also noted that the 
median value of owner-occu­ 
pied, single-family homes rose 
nearly 73 per cent, from $17,100 
in 1970, to $29,500 in October 
1975 
During the same period, it 
said, median income for home­ 
owners rose 40 per cent, from 
$9,700 to $13,600. 
Renters fared no better, ac­ 
cording to the study It said 
median monthly grass rent in­ 
cluding utilities increased from 
$108 to $156, or 44 per cent, 
while the median annual in­ 
come of renters went up from 
$6,300 to $7,900, or 25 per cent 
And the proportion of U.S. 
renters who must devote 25 per 
cent or more of their income to 
housing increased to 42 3 per 
cent in 1975, compared to 39 8 
per cent in 1974 and 36.5 per 
cent in 1970. 
Overall, the median propor­ 
tion of income devoted to hous­ 
ing costs among renters was 23 
per cent in 1975 
For homebuyers with a mort­ 
gage the figure was 18 per 
cent, up from 17 per cent in 
1974 Their costa included utili­ 
ties, insurance, taxes and other 
expenses, 
“The implications are we're 
doing something wrong," said 
Lawrence 
Simons, 
assistant 
HUD secretary for housing 
He noted that the government 
has already expanded its hous­ 
ing subsidy programs since 
1975, but said, "We need a little 
more money 
There's never 
enough money ”

Carter’s class of ’47 typical of Academy 
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ANNAPOLIS (AP) - Even 
before 
one of its members 
moved into the White House, 
the Naval Academy class of '47 
liked to think of itself as som e­ 
thing special. 
When members of “Forty 
Seven — Best on the Severn” 
got 
together, 
they 
bragged 
about all the admirals and all 
the 
successful 
businessmen 
their class had produced Even 
the class reunion last fall they 
acclaimed as “ the biggest and 
best class reunion in the history 
of the Naval Academy.” 
But a closer examination of 
the class of '47, which actually 
finished its tour of duty in 1946 
because of the compressed w ar­ 
time curriculum , shows little to 
distinguish 
it 
from 
other 
classes except for its most fa 
mous graduate, Jimmy Carter. 
The Navy's roster of active 
duty flag officers published at 
the beginning of the year listed 
26 adm irals from the class of 
'47. But it also listed 26 adm i­ 
rals from the class of '48 and 31 
from the class of '49 
Many of Carter's classmates 
who left the Navy have gone on 
to successful business careers 
as presidents, vice presidents 


and executivé officers of large 
corporations. But the same is 
true of the other classes which 
graduated during that same pe­ 
riod. 
In fact, a list of high-ranking 
executives compiled by the U.S. 
Naval Academy Alumni Associ­ 
ation contains only about half 
as many names from the class 
of '47 as from the classes which 
graduated one year before it 
and one year after it. 
Retired Capt William S. Bus- 
ik, executive director of the as­ 
sociation, says he "would be 
very hesitant to m ark one class 
above another. It’s really hard 
to compare them 
“They all do darn well, and 
rightfully so. 
It's what you 
would expect.’’ he said. “ Every 
class has its own tremendous 
pride, and they’ve all done 
well 
"The only way you can single 
out the class of '47 is that it 
generated 
the 
first 
Naval 
Academy graduate to become 
president of the United States.”

Court has ruled unconstitutional 
a portion of the state law which 
allows counties to establish the 
township organization form of 
government. 
The high court ruled unani­ 
mously against the section of 
statutes Monday, saying it vio­ 


lated the U.S. Constitution’s 
14th Amendment guarantee of 
equal protection. 
The case involved Livingston 
County in northwest Missouri 
which adopted the township or­ 
ganization form of government, 
dividing 
the county into 13 
townships and two districts for 
the purposes of electing the 


members of its county court. 
State law requires that when 
the districts are established, 
their boundaries may not divide 
municipal townships 
Because 
of that requirement, the coun­ 
ty’s eastern district has more 
than four times the num ber of 
voters than those in the west­ 
ern district. 


BOSTON (AP) - Dr. Rob 
Roy MacGregor jogs 15 miles a 
day, and like most runners, his 
feet give him trouble. But Mac­ 
Gregor doesn’t just endure the 
pain — he studies it. 
MacGregor, 
a 
podiatrist, 
heads a clinic just for runners 
and their problems at New 
England 
Deaconess 
Hospital 
here. “Think Feet,” says the 
poster in his office. 
In a typical day the clinic 
will treat the heels, soles, an­ 
kles and toes of high school 
track stars, lanky marathon 
runners and middle-aged jog­ 
gers. 
"Sooner or later every runner 
has pain," MacGregor said in 
an interview. “That’s where we 
come in, to help them adjust to 
it and even remove it.” 
MacGregor 
believes 
any 
problem that a runner has— 
stiff knees, buckling ankles or 
aching 
calves—can 
be 
cor­ 
rected by changing the position 
of his feet in motion. 
“Most 
doctors 
tell 
their 
patients to stop running if they 
complain of pain,” MacGregor 
says. "We don’t do that here 
For some of our patients, run­ 
ning is as natural as eating or 
breathing. They’ve just got to 
do it." 
Among those making use of 
the clinic is Tom Derderian, 27, 
of Amherst, Mass., who has run 
the grueling Boston Marathon 
in each of the last 12 years. 
Derderian said he often ex­ 
periences sharp pain around 
the second toe of his right foot. 


“It isn’t serious to my daily 
life,” said Derderian, who man­ 
ages a food cooperative, “but 
it’s like someone whose guitar 
is out of tune. The average lis­ 
tener won’t know it, but you 
do.” 
Jeff Johnson, coach of the 
Seacoast Striders track club in 
Exeter, N. H., brings about 20 
runners to the clinic every two 
weeks. 
“Five years ago, there was 
no help for us, no one to focus 
on our special problems,” John­ 
son said. “Now more and more 
people are running and those 
millimeter 
deformities 
that 
come out in everyone’s feet 
after 10,000 strides need to be 
corrected.” 
MacGrejgor and his team of 
foot specialists often cure a 
pain problem just by inserting 
a pad into a runner's track 
shoe to keep the foot from mov­ 
ing around 
The doctors at 
the clinic 
avoid giving patients steroid in­ 
jections or other pain dead- 
eners because, they say, the 
drugs mask the runner’s real 
problem. 
Joggers’ problems often stem 
from hitting pavement too hard 
or failing to limber up befQre 
exercising, the clinic doctors 
say. 
“Runners are notorious for 
losing flexibility in their feet. 
That's why loosening up is so 
important.” said Dr. Robert 
Scardina. But for some people 
with very rigid strides, there’s 
just no way to jog painlessly, 


he said.

Congress gears for energy proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress is gearing up to tackle 
President C arter’s wide-ranging 
energy proposals, with a spe­ 
cial committee planned in the 
House just to deal with the 
package. 
C arter will announce his pro­ 
gram April 20 at a joint session 
of Congress, two days after 
Congress returns from its E as­ 
ter recess. But preliminary dis­ 
closures of some of his propos­ 


als have already touched off 
lively debate on Capitol Hill. 
The proposals are expected to 
contain some new taxes. 
To handle the many-faceted 
program in the House, Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill says he will 
name an “ ad hoc energy com­ 
m ittee’’ composed of 25 Demo­ 
crats and 12 Republicans. 
The proposal is an effort to 
ease the jurisdictional rivalries 
among House committees that 


have hampered consideration of 
energy legislation in the past. 
O’Neill cited the chaos that 
accompanied House action in 
1975 of a m ajor energy package 
as a justification for such a 
panel. 
All House committees that 
have some say over energy 
m atters will be represented on 
the ad hoc panel. O’Neill said. 
He said at least seven com­ 
mittees are involved: Ways and 


Means, 
Public Works, Corn- 
mere«# Interior, Armed Serv­ 
ices, Merchant Marine, and Sci­ 
ence and Technology. 
Initially, parts of the energy 
package will be farmed out to 
these 
separate 
committees, 
which will then have 60 days to 
make their recommendations to 
the new 
panel, O’Neill dis­ 
closed. 
He said the ad hoc committee 
will then put all the parts to­ 


gether so that the energy pro­ 
gram can reach the House floor 
as a single bill. 
"I hope it flies. No one has 
every tried to put together an 
over-all policy like this before," 
O’Neill told a reporter. 
He said the ad hoc committee 
would not change the substance 
of the work done on the pack­ 
age by the separate legislative 
committees, but might prepare 
amendments to be voted on by 


the full House. 
O’Neill said he’ll obtain for­ 
mal House approval for setting 
up the panel on April 19 and 
appoint its m em bers after Car­ 
ter submits his energy program 
on the following day. 
More than 125 House Demo­ 
crats have already asked to be 
on the committee and that de­ 
ciding its roster will be a hard 
job, O’Neil said. 
“ I think 50 per cent of the 
House is trying to get on this 
committee," he said. 
The Senate does not have the 
same jurisdictional problems as 
the House, largely because of 


an internal reorganization ear­ 
lier this year that established a 
new Energy and Natural Re­ 
sources Committee to handle 
all energy legislation. 
Headed by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., this com­ 
mittee will get the bulk of the 
President’s 
energy 
package. 
However, elements dealing with 
new energy taxes and tax in­ 
centives may also be referred 
to the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Senate Majority Leader Rob­ 
ert C. Byrd said he’ll await the 
President’s legislation before
